SEEKS PARMELER 
PARK FRANCHISE 


Year Exclusive Rights. 


PERIL TO MIDWAY PLAN. 


The hand of the Frank Parmelee com- 

pany, now under investigation by the citv 
council, was seen at the South Park board 
meeting yesterday reaching out for a twenty 
year exclusive franohise to all passenger 
traffic in the South Park system. 
The park board just had heard an appeal 
from residents of Woodlawn avenue which 
seriously threatens the Chicago Pian de 
veiopment of the Midway, when Commis- 
stoner Edward Tilden introduced an ordi- 
nance for the Chicago Motor Bus com- 
pany,” a name which appears neither in 
the city nor telephone directories of Chicago. 
The ordinance wae not read in open meeting 
of the board. 


Officers of Parmelee Company. 

Inquiry developed the ‘‘ Chicago Motor Bus 
company "’ is backed by officers of the Frank 
Parmelee company, wich at present is fight- 
ing a council committee investigation of ite 
rates. 
The ordinance provides the buses of this 
company alone shall have the right to take 
on, carry, and discharge passengers on the 
miles of boulevards and acres of parks in 
the jurisdiction of the south park board. 
The ordinance, which is drawn for twenty 
years, provides that a flat rate of 10 cents 
would be charged each passenger, of which 
one-half dent a mile a bus would be paid to 
the board for compensation. 

The company states that it will, if granted 
the franchise, operate on lines it shall later 
specify at twenty minute intervals until 
midnight, after which time they shall run 
every half hour. The company says it will 
assume all liability for accidents. 


Danger to Midway Plan. 

The Woodlawn avenue délegation was 
headed by President Roy O. West of the 
board of review.

New York, Nov. 26.—[Special.] — José 
Santos Zelaya, former president of Nica- 
ragua, was arrested tonight on a requisition 
of his country, honored by the United States, 
charging him with murder of two of his 
countrymen.” It is probable he will also be 
tried for the summary executions of Leonard 
Cannon and Leroy Groce; young Americans 
who took part in an uprising against the 
dictator. 

Zelaya was found asleep by special agents 
of the department of justice tn the apart- 
ment of Washington S. Valentine, 646 West 
End avenue, at 11:15 o’clock tonight. He 
was locked up in the West One Hundredth 
street station. 

The agents of the department of justice 
have been searching for Zelaya since Mon- 
day night, after the department of state had 
honored the requisition. At that time he 
was living at the Hargreave, in West 
Seventy-seventh street, but when agents 
went there to arrest him he had gone. The 
agents suspect he was carried out a rear en- 
trance locked up in a trunk. 

Find Zelaya’s Hiding Place, 

William Offly, chief of the eastern de- 
partment of justice, assisted by city detect- 
ives, began trailing all the members of Ze- 
laya’s former cabinet and other Nicaraguans 
known to be friends of the former president. 
In this way it was learned Zelaya was prob- 
ably hiding in the apartment of Mr. Valen- 
tine, who iu sald to be an American who has 
large interests in Zelaya'’s country. 

Chief Agent Offly stationed special agentes 
and detectives on the fire escapes, at the rear 
entrance, and every other place where he 
thought it would be possible Zelaya could 
use as an exit.

A trip 
over the battlefield to the south of the city 
showed a number of federal dead with their 
arms bound behind, indicating they died 
after capture.

A vast quantity of rifies, 
Small arms, and ammunition also was cap- 
tured. 


Villa’s Troops Back in Juares. 

Nearly the whoie 6,000 of Villa's troops are 
in the city. For fifteen miles south, where 
most of the fighting was done, neither rebels 
nor federals were to be seen today. 

Thus it appears that after thirty hours of 
fighting the rebel captors of the town had 
flung back the federa! assault and would hold 
the border city without dispute.

A prosperous middle class Mexican, who

NAME PAINTERS’ OFFICIALS. 


Hitt and Shields Acoused of Assault- 
ing Nonunion Man. 


With the indictment on Tuesday of Elmer

abrasion of the skin? I believe I have read 
that one symptom of dementia is the devel- 
opment of a fear which makes one dread to 
touch anything that is generally handled by 
the public. I find a communication from 
O. W. B., with your reply, which comes right 
home to me. For two years or more I have 
suffered from the same symptoms described 
by your correspondent, and at firet feared 
that I was to be afflicted with the same d- 
ease, locomotor ataxia, that O. W. E. evi- 
dently dreads. On learning the nature of this 
disease I felt relieved, for there id nothing in 
my life history to cause anxiety; but several 
physicians tried to make me believe that I 
was mistaken, and had I submitted would 
have placed me under treatment. After 
early a year’s effort to obtain relief through 
ordinary channels I stumbled on the fact 
that my trouble came from Weakened arches, 
and I am in a fair way now to recovery, al- 
though I find it rather slow work. If you 
believe that the sante diagnosis would fit O. 
W. E.'s case, don't you think you ought to 
tell him so, instead of leaving him subject te 
the terrible fears that might afflict him 
through a lack of proper knowledge? I wish 
we might have something from you on this 
subject of foot troubles, as I believe many 
patent medicine victims could be saved if 
they could be set right regarding the nature 
of their trouble.“ 


REPLY. 


1. The sexual neurasthenics are about the worst 
„nuts in the catalogue. I ari disposed to think 
the series referred to did give them some ammuni- 
tion with which te hurt themselves, but I think 
publishing the facte was justified. In the first 
place, a sexual nevrasthenic is bound te get ma- 
terial to worry over. He got it before we started, 
and he will get it after we stop. In the second 
place, the great majority of people are well poised. 
The sexual neurasthenſes make up the email mi- 
nority. . 

2. I know of no better way to answer your ques- 
tion than by publishing the following from the 
Naval Medical bulletin: 

The prophylactic treatment consists of, first, 
careful elimination of ‘recruits with any tendency 
to flat foot; second, the eare of the feet. Give 
prompt attention to all foot complaints, no’ mat- 
ter how trivial. Blisters, bunions, corns, and the 
results of an ill fitting shoe cause the man to 
bear most of his weight on the sound foot, and 
this strain, if prolonged, will have a tendency 
to weaken or injure the arch. All men should have 
shoes of correct shape and sige. 

“In those men who show «a tendeney to flat 
foot tone up the supporting muscles of the foot 
by exercises. Rising alternately on the toes and 
heels about 100 times daily ia beneficial. These 
movements may be increased in number and later 
done twice daily. 

“Also prescribe exercises which will adduct and 
invert the foot against a weight of five or more 
pounds. A good and simple apparatus is made by 
tying one end of 4 rope around the end of the 
foot, then passing the rope through a pulley and 
securing a weight‘of a proper number of pounds 
on the other end. Movement of the foot raises and 
lowers the weight, and this exercises the tibials and 
flexors of the foot, the supporters of the arch. 
This exercise should be carried out twice daily, 
about 100 times at each éitting. 

‘‘ Btrapping and properly fitting arch supporters 
are useful in sustaining: the arch until the mus- 
cles are given tone and strength by the exervise.”’

macy ahd care by Lord Middleton, who was 
then secretary of state for India at White- 
hall, the dispute between Lord Curzon and 
Lord Kitchener, two men of pronouncedly 
strong character, might have been smoothed 
over. : 
In lieu therédf, it wae envenomed by the 
extraordinary tactlessness of Lord Middle- 
ton, who, after first encouraging, both in 
his private and officia! capacity, his old 
friend, Lord Curzon, to reslst, suddenly went 
over to the Kitchener side, and assumed a 
tone of arbitrary authority towards Lord 
Curson, inconsistent with their former per- 
sonal relations and Lord Curson’s dignity 
as viceroy. 

It was then that Lord Curzon resigned 
the governor generalship of India, on the 
ground of ill health, consoléd in a meas- 
ure by the following telegram from King 
Bdward: 

„ With deep regret, I have no other alter- 
native but to accept your fesignation at 
your urgent request. Most warmly do I 
thank you for your invaluable services to 
your sovereign, to your country, and espe- 
elally to the Indian empire. 

When Lord Curson arrived in London from 
India there Was a great ¢rowd of dis- 
tinguished men to welcome him at the rail- 
road station, among them, almost incréd- 
ible to relate, Lord Middleton. 

However. Lord Curzon declined there his 
proffered hand, stared a‘ him from head to 
foot for a minute, then turned his back on 


Thi, and has refused ever since to have 


anything to do with him. 

Under the circumstances, business rela- 
tions between them, hecersitated by Lord 
Middleton's Position as a trustee Of the late 
Lady Curzon’s marriage settlement, have

Another nuisance these merchants per- 
petrate is the littering up of vestibules 
with a lot of useless advertising. It is a 
fine thing to go into an apartment build- 
ing and see the vestibule floor littered 
with a lot of band bills and the mail boxes 
stuffed to overflowing with the same kind 
of matter. This nuisance is citywide and

How I wish I could make a 
little journey today among all the home 
workers and look into your hearts and 
see how much happiness there can be there. 
I am sure I shouldn't find one unhappy one. 
When I.began to think of what I was most 
thankful for this year I tmmediately thought 
of all of you, and I was most thankful for the 
success that has come to you. You are all near 
to my heart, and your success means my hap- 
piness. You're all like my own children, and 
when you are happy it makes me happy. 
When I first thought of this sort of work 


tor women I was a wee bit undecided about its 
bringing success and happiness to every one. 


It seemed like such 4 task to persuade the 
people who would be able to get the most out 
of the work that they could do it. Women 
who are busy all day with their homes are 
not likely to think they have extra time to do 
work for some one else, and as a matter of 
fact they generally haven't the time or the 
inclination. But I have found that women 
were just as eager to work as I was to find 
work for them, and that is what makes me 30 
happy.

Here's a letter that was written to all of 
you for a Thanksgiving greeting from the 
first home worker:

“The realization that I could do something 
in the world besides my housework and thac 
I could earn some money and be independent 
in spite of the popular idea that a woman at 
home can’t earn money was the greatest 
moment of my life, I really believe. From 
that time I felt free, and I was never so 
happy before. It seemed to me that I had so 
much more to give to m pls Shee I could 
give them the joy that Game from:my inde- 
pendence. I shall never feel that 1 can repay 
you enough for what you have done for me, 
except by helping as ‘many other women as 1 
can to find work and independence.~ 

“So again I wish you and all of the home 
workers a happy Thanksgiving, and I hope 
that you will send any one to me ho needs 
encouragement in her work, I am sure I can 
help, because I have been so successful and I 
have passed through all of the discourage- 
ments of the beginnings of work.” 

Doesn't it make you thankful that the home 
workers Are all so eager and willing to help 
you? That's another thing I am thankful 
for—the feeling of comradeship and helpful- 
ness that fills the hearts of all the home 
workers. 

There is one - beautifak thing about the 
workers. Instead of being jealous of each 
other's successes and. instead of keeping the

are alWays eager to help some other woman 
who has made a failure of her work or who 
hasn't had the courage to start.

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Carving the Bird. 

IFFERENT countries, different manners! 
In a famous French cook book there is 
a description for carving a turkey which 
differs considerably from an American 
description. To begin with, the roasted 


‘bird ig without wings, these being used to bet. 


ter advantage and more economically than 
when roasted. They are larded and made into 
recherché dishes. The first part of the descrip- 
tion may be translated as follows: 

“A roasted (that is, cooked on the spit) or 
baked turkey is an imposing piece, but it is 
needless to exaggerate the difficulties of carv- 
ing it. It is necessary, as in all such opera- 
tions, not to be nervous. It is necessary to 
have free play of the elbows, without exagger- 
ation, however, for the master operator acquits 
himself without apparent effort. It is abso- 
lutely necessary not to touch the legs of the 
turkey, but to commence by making an inci- 
sion at the joint in order to separate them. 
Then one takes off slices from the whole breast 
in the way indicated in the picture,”

The picture is that of a turkey covered with 
lines to indicate where the knife should enter. 
The first, slightly curving, line on the breast 
starts at the point of the joint of the trussed 
up leg. Other lines are drawn, curving parallel 
to this, moving back or to the left in our man- 
ner of carving, until the last one, at the lower 


ane [ddington. 


point of the breast, is almost at right angles to 
the drumatick... 

This gives lines diagonally across the grain 
of the meat, which is the ideal way of carving, 
but many unsophisticated carvers of a turkey’s 
breast carve with the grain. The breast will 
not go so far or be so palatable gut in this lat- 
ter way. The second joint ot the turkey. has 
lines parallel to that on which it rests. 

Our famous Mrs. Lincoln has a little book on 
“Carving and Serving,” and in this we have 
the method of carving the turkey according to 
the best American tradition. The description, 
which is most complete, is perhaps better than 
one who is not carving a turkey every day in 
the week could give. 

She advises that the carving be finished 
before any serving be done, and this is cer- 
tainly of advantage not only to the tired one 
who carves a turkey for sixteen persons or so 
put to the social spirit of the whole table. She 
says that an expert carver will have the whole 
bird disjointed and literally in pieces with a 
few strokes of the knife, but ideal carving, 
according, to continental cooks, is that which 


leaves the frame intact.

CARVING A TURKEY (Mrs. Lincoln).“ Put 
the fork in firmly across the middle of the 
breastbone. Cut through the skin between the 
leg and body. Bend the leg over and cut off 
the joint. If the turkey be very tender or over- 
cooked the sidebone will separate from the 
back and come away with the second joint, 


making it more difficult to separate the thigh 
from the sidebone, Cut through the top of the 
shoulder and separate the wing at the joint. 
Cut off the leg and wing from the other side. 
Carve the breast on each side in thin slices, 
slanting slightly toward the wing. Be careful 
to take a portion of crisp outside with each 
slice, Shave off the crisp skin near the neck in 
order to reach the stuffing. Insert the point of 
the knife at the front of the breastbone, turn 
back the wishbone, and separate it. Cut 
through the cartilage on each side, separating 
the collarbones from the breast. Tip the body 
slightly over and slip the knife under the end 
of the shoulder blade; turn it over toward the 
wing. Repeat this process on the opposite 
side. Cut through the cartilage which divides 
the ribs, separating the breastbone from the 
back. Lay the breast.one side and remove the 
fork from it. Take the stuffing from the 

Turn the back over, place the knife midway 
just below the ribs, and with the fork lift up 
the tail end, separating the back from the 
body. Place the fork in the middle of the 
backbene, and cut close to the backbone from 
one end to the other, on each side, freeing the 
sidebone. Then divide the legs and wings at 
the joints. The joint in the leg is not quite in 
the middle of the bend, but a trifle nearer the 
thigh. It requires some practice to strike these 
joints in the right spot. Cut off the meat from 
each side of the bone in the second joint and 
leg, as these, when large, are more than one 
person requires.”

SHIP WORK EXPECTED. 


Foreign Competition Sees Redue- 
tion of Prices on. Pacific 
Coast. 


New York, Nov. 26.—The Iron Age tomor- 
row will say: 

“The situation in the steel trade ie that 
the mills are running at about two-thirds 
of capacity, while new orders are coming 
in at a rate of less. than one-third of capacity. 
Producers aré not so much concerned about 
the gap between new business and output, 
since that represents largely uncertainty as 
to prices. But there is uneasiness over the 
disparity between capacity and present con- 
sumption. 

“It is a long time since steel companies 
have lengthened a single holiday into three, 
as will be done by many of them thie week. 
The policy at most plants has been not to 
throw men into complete idleness, but rather 
to reduce the number of turns and to operate 
four or five days in the week. Some smaller 
companies have had alternate weeks of full 
operation and shut down.
